7. SECURITY COUNCIL - ASSISTANCE TO BOTSWANA 

AMB RAMPHUL (MAURITIUS) INTRODUCED IN THE SC 
MAY 24 (A.M.) A DRAFT RESOLUTION (S/12334) ASKING THE 
COUNCIL TO ENDORSE THE ASSESSMENT AND RECOMMENDATIONS OF 
THE MISSION SENT TO BOTSWANA IN FEBRUARY TO STUDY THE 
SPECIAL ECONOMIC HARDSHIP FACING THAT COUNTRY AS A RESULT 
OF THE NEED TO DEFEND ITSELF FROM THREATS AND ATTACKS BY 
CONFIDENTIAL 
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RHODESIA. STATEMENTS WERE MADE ALSO BY SYG WALDHEIM, 
BOTSWANA'S FOREIGN MINISTER MOGWE, NICOL (SIERRA LEONE) 

ON BEHALF OF THE AFRICAN GROUP, AND AL-GAYED (LIBYA). 
CONSIDERATION OF THE QUESTION OF ASSISTANCE TO BOTSWANA 
WILL CONTINUE AT 10:30 A.M., MAY 25. 

SYG WALDHEIM SAID IT WAS CLEAR THAT THE SECURITY 
SITUATION IN THE AREAS BORDERING RHODESIA (CONTINUES TO 
DETERIORATE RAPIDLY" HE REVIEWED THE FINDINGS OF THE 
MISSION ON THE NEEDS OF BOTSWANA, AND SAID THAT, AS PART 
OF THE MEASURES HE PROPOSED TO TAKE IN MOBILIZING ASSIS- 
TANCE, HE INTENDED TO CONVENE A MEETING JUNE 6 OF REPRE- 
SENTATIVES OF GOVERNMENTS INTERESTED IN CONTRIBUTING TO 
THE AID PROGRAM RECOMMENDED IN THE MISSION'S REPORT. 

AMONG THINGS HE MENTIONED AS NECESSARY WERE AN EXTENSIVE 
VETERINARY CONTROL PROGRAM IN THE AREAS BORDERING RHODESIA, 
CAPABILITY OF OPERATING THE RAILWAY, AND CREATION OF A 
GRAIN RESERVE. BOTSWANA WOULD NEED TO DIVERT $28 MILLION 
FROM DEVELOPMENT RESOURCES TO UNPLANNED SECURITY NEEDS, 
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AND AN ADDITIONAL $25.6 MILLION WOULD BE REQUIRED FOR 
UNPLANNED EMERGENCY PROJECTS DURING THE NEXT TWO OR THREE 
YEARS. 

FOREIGN MINISTER MOGWE EXPRESSED THANKS FOR THE 
EXPEDITIOUS MANNER IN WHICH THE SC HAD RESPONDED TO 
BOTSWANA'S COMPLAINT. HE HOPED THAT THE INTERNATIONAL 
COMMUNITY WOULD ENABLE BOTSWANA TO ACQUIRE THE CAPABILITY 
TO WITHSTAND THE "DESPERATE" ATTACKS BY THE ILLEGAL SALIS- 
BURY REGIME, "FOR ONLY IN THIS WAY CAN BOTSWANA EFFEC- 
TIVELY HONOR ITS INTERNATIONAL OBLIGATION AND CONTRIBUTE 
TO THE LIBERATION OF ZIMBABWE. ' REFERRING TO RECENT IN- 
CIDENTS, HE SAID THERE WERE INDICATIONS "THE MOST SERIOUS 
PHASE OF CONFRONTATION " BETWEEN THE SMITH REGIME AND 
BOTSWANA WAS BEGINNING. THE SITUATION WAS GRAVE AND 
COULD EASILY ESCALATE AS A RESULT OF THE RHODESIAN REGIME'S 
ANNOUNCED POLICY OF "HOT PURSUIT" OF FREEDOM FIGHTERS, 
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EITHER REAL OR FAKE. 

RAMPHUL, WHO INTRODUCED THE DRAFT RESOLUTION, SAID 
A "DANGEROUS AND UNACCEPTABLE" DIMENSION HAD BEEN ADDED 
TO THE SMITH REGIME'S POLICIES BY THE "MURDEROUS" RAIDS 
INTO NEIGHBORING COUNTRIES, UNDER THE GUISE OF "HOT PUR- 
SUIT," AND THE ACTS OE SUBVERSION, MURDER AND KIDNAPPING 
BEING CARRIED OUT AGAINST THE PEOPLE OF THOSE COUNTRIES. 

HE WAS GLAD THE MISSION'S REPORT EMPHASIZED THE REFUGEE 
PRORT F, MS WHICH BOTSWANA FACED. THAT WAS A SITUATION WHICH, 
BESIDES HUMANITARIAN CONSIDERATIONS, HAD PRESENTED BOTSWANA 
WITH FINANCIAL AND SOCIAL BURDENS, AND IT JUSTIFIED 
GENEROUS AID EROM THE INTERNATIONAL COMMUNITY. 

NICOL, ON BEHALF OF THE AFRICAN GROUP, APPEALED TO 
THE INTERNATIONAL COMMUNITY TO PROVIDE FINANCIAL AND OTHER 
ASSISTANCE TO BOTSWANA, NOT ONLY TO ENABLE IT TO REENFORCE 
ITS ARMED FORCES, BUT ALSO TO CONTINUE ITS DEVELOPMENT

8. SECURITY COUNCIL - ASSISTANCE TO LESOTHO 

THE SC MAY 24 (P.M.) RECEIVED A DRAFT RESOLUTION 
(S/12335) ASKING THE COUNCIL TO ENDORSE THE ASSESSMENT 
AND RECOMMENDATIONS OF THE MISSION SENT TO LESOTHO IN 
JANUARY TO STUDY THE NEEDS OF THAT COUNTRY IN OVERCOMING 
THE ECONOMIC HARDSHIPS RESULTING EROM SOUTH AFRICA'S 
CLOSURE OE CERTAIN BORDER POSTS WITH LESOTHO. IT WAS 
INTRODUCED BY AMB RAMPHUL (MAURITIUS) AND SPONSORED BY 
BENIN, INDIA, LIBYA, MAURITIUS, PAKISTAN, PANAMA AND 
ROMANIA. THE SYG INTRODUCED THE MISSION'S REPORT AND 
STATEMENTS WERE MADE ALSO BY THE FOREIGN MINISTER OF 
LESOTHO AND REPRESENTATIVE OF SIERRA LEONE. THE SC 
IS EXPECTED TO ADOPT THE RESOLUTION WHEN IT MEETS AT 
3:00 P.M., MAY 25. 


SYG WALDHEIM SAID IT WAS EVIDENT THAT LESOTHO HAD 
A FRAGILE ECONOMY AND WAS GREATLY DEPENDENT ON EXTERNAL 
SOURCES EOR THE MAJORITY OF ITS VITAL GOODS AND SERVICES. 

ONLY WITH AID FROM THE INTERNATIONAL COMMUNITY WOULD IT 
CONEIDENTIAL 
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BE ABLE TO INCREASE ITS CAPACITY TO IMPLEMENT THE 
RESOLUTIONS ON APARTHEID AND BANTUSTANS AND TO OVERCOME 
THE ECONOMIC DIEFICULTIES FACING IT. HE ALSO CITED THE 
PROBLEM RELATING TO MIGRANT EMPLOYMENT IN SOUTH AFRICA, 

AND HOPED THAT THE INTERNATIONAL COMMUNITY WOULD COOPERATE 
WITH LESOTHO IN GENERATING LABOR-INTENSIVE PROJECTS WHICH 
WOULD BE ABLE TO ABSORB LARGE NUMBERS OF RETURNING MIGRANT 
WORKERS AND ALSO INCREASE EMPLOYMENT OPPORTUNITIES. HE 
ALSO HOPED THE SC WOULD ENDORSE THE TWO PROGRAMS RECOM- 
MENDED IN THE REPORT. 

LESOTHO'S FOREIGN MINISTER MOLAPO SAID IT WAS OBVIOUS 
THAT SOUTH AFRICA HAD EMBARKED ON A POLICY OF COERCING 
LESOTHO INTO RECOGNIZING ITS "NEFARIOUS" BANTUSTANS, BUT 
LESOTHO WOULD "NOT BE COWED." HIS PEOPLE CONTINUED TO

BE HAMPERED. MOLAPO WAS GRATEFUL TO THOSE WHO HAD PRO- 
MISED TO INCREASE BILATERAL AID AND NOTED THAT OTHERS 
CHANNEL AID Mill . TIL ATER ALLY. BY NAME, HE THANKED THE US, 

AND ALSO NIGERIA, LIBYA, UAE, CANADA, ERG AND IRAN 
AS WELL AS OTHER FRIENDLY GOVERNMENTS WHO EXPRESSED 
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INTENTION TO COME TO LESOTHO'S AID. HE ALSO NOTED THE 
EC-9 AND THE ARAB FUND HAD ALREADY MADE DEFINITE FINAN- 
CIAL COMMITMENTS, AND HE WAS OPTIMISTIC OTHERS WOULD 
JOIN. THE SC'S ADOPTION OF THE MISSION'S REPORT AND 
IMPLEMENTATION OE ITS RECOMMENDATIONS WOULD GO A LONG 
WAY TOWARD REDUCING LESOTHO'S DEPENDENCE ON SOUTH AERICA

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MOUSLY. HE SAID THE FIGURES OE $66 MILLION FOR THE 
EMERGENCY PROGRAM AND $47 MILLION FOR THE ACCELERATED 
DEVELOPMENT PROGRAM WERE JUSTIEIED. THE SPONSORS HOPED 
THAT THE SYG WOULD ARRANGE FOR THE ASSISTANCE PROGRAM TO

9. COMMITTEE ON REVIEW AND APPRAISAL- 

THE COMMITTEE ADOPTED AN AMENDED AGENDA MAY 23, 

HEARD AN INTRODUCTORY STATEMENT BY CHAIRMAN HASHMI (INDIA), 
AND ELECTED HACHANI (TUNISIA) AS SECOND OE THREE VICE 
CHAIRMEN AND OLDFELT (SWEDEN) AS RAPPORTEUR. TALWAR, 
ASSISTANT DIRECTOR OF THE CENTER FOR DEVELOPMENT PLANNING, 
PROJECTIONS AND POLICIES, MADE A STATEMENT ON A PRELIMIN- 
ARY REPORT OF THE SYG ON AN ASSESSMENT OF PROGRESS MADE 
DURING THE FIRST SIX YEARS OF THE SECOND UN DEVELOPMENT 
DECADE. 

US (KAUFFMAN), ONLY SPEAKER MAY 24, OPENED DEBATE 
ON RESULTS OF THE DEVELOPMENT DECADE. HE REPORTED ON SOME 
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OF THE INITIATIVES TAKEN AT THE RECENT ECONOMIC SUMMIT IN 
LONDON, AND SPOKE, AMONG OTHER THINGS, OF THE DISTURBING 
SITUATION WITH RESPECT TO AGRICULTURAL PRODUCTION, NEED TO 
CURB HIGH BIRTH RATES, ESTABLISHMENT OF NEW INSTITUTIONAL 
ARRANGEMENTS SUCH AS IFAD, THE INCEPTION AND PROGRESSIVE 
IMPROVEMENT OF SCHEMES OF GENERALIZED PREFERENCES BY ALMOST 
ALL MAJOR DEVELOPED MARKET ECONOMY NATIONS, AND THE NEW 
IMPETUS IN MANY OTHER SPHERES BEING GIVEN TO EFFORTS 
THAT, WHEN REALIZED, WOULD EFFECT MAJOR CHANGES IN THE 
INTERNATIONAL ORDER. HE SAID THE TASKS AHEAD WERE SURELY 
GREATER THAN THOSE BEHIND; THE PRINCIPAL OBSTACLES TO
